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HOW THE NAVY ITSELF FEELS
ABOUT ARMAMENT LIMITATION

And the Bervice View of the New Tend-
ency in Congress to Force Naval
Disintegration

NLAND farmers like those who send Mr.

Borah, Mr. Capper and Mr. La Follette
to Congress never have been fond of the
nnvy. They are safely removed from coast
lines, To them the sea is a sort of myth,
The Middle West nlways moans when Naval
Appropristion Rills are up for considera-
tlon and its ropresentatives rise to nsk why
money spent for teets shouldn’t be used to
by tractors,

Now, fired by the news from the Confer-
ence for the Limitation of Armnment, the
farmers, who boust that they hold the bal-
ance of power in Congress, scem deters
mined to cut the navy personnel to the bone
to permit ruthless pruning of appropriation
neasnres,

One of our own old friends Is a naval
officer of high rank now hard at work at
a base where aviation and submarine forces
are in training,  We wired for his opiniohs,
liere they nre. Tt is & pleasure to let the
navy huve a word,

“All the naval officers T know.'' writes
this ordinarily reticent spokesmnn for the
nayr. “‘were and are heartily in favor of a
lUmitation of floating armament. Such a
program as, Secrctary Hughes formulated
should be an excellent thing for the coun-
tey and the naval service alike {f it wers
ratlonully carried out. But, reading the
reports from Washington, T have been
wondering out here whether, after all, the
work started by Mr. Hughes will be overs
done In Congress, where there is a disposi-
tion to greatly reduce, for the sake of
ecconomy, the fighting foree which we are
authorized by the treaty to maintain,

“I refer to the plan under which the
navy personnel, now havdly ndequate for
the efficlent handling of the ships needed to
maintain  the 35-5-3 ratio, may be ecut
wlmost in half,  1f that scheme is carried
through Congress we may wake up sowe
fine morning and find that we bave handed
the ruling sea power of the Pacific over to
others,

It should be remembered by any one in-
terested o the peace and safety of the
country that the Hughes plan did net con-
template any reduction of the number of
navil ships now in active service and be-
longing to the nations that are parctles to
the new agreement.

“Our own present personnel i= not ade-
quate 1o efficlently man our own active
ships, Meanwhile it is very clear that the
other Powers are preparving to keep the
fleets allowed them at the highest point of
vicieney,  Our enlisted personnel 8 now
nbout equal in numbers to that of the
British, ur a EUTVEY wade in June, 1021,
shows that about nine-tenths of our men
nre serving first enlistments.  They cannot
be regarded as able naval seainen,

“In the British Navy more than eight-
tenthis of the enlisted men huve served ten
or twelve years, ‘Men fight, not +hips,” said
Admiral Fisher. That is a great truth.
Any naval officer or sailor will tell you that
ships do not fight. They are fought. The
Jupanese naval organization is patlerned
ufter thot of the Breitish,  Fach of these
twor navied has large reserves of geasoned
officers und men in the merchunt marine,

*“There ts danger thut the people may
read oo much into the new naval ngree-
ments and permit the actual dismantling of
the flects which we ave suthorized to main-
tatn under the armament-limitation plan,
If we are to have anything like the naval
sepongth necessary o equalize the new hal-
anees of power estublished by the Confer-

bring peace In Europe and economic recon-
struction throughoit the entire world,

Europe is not now at peace, It i dis-
tressed by wars which, though they are not
helni| fought with arms, are proving almost
ns destructive as the conflict between Gore
many and civilization, At Genoa an effort
will be made to remedy some of the errors
of the Peace Confrrence, Some of the fevers
of the war years have nbated, Tt ought to
be possible now for statesmen to delibernte
ealmly and to be free from obsessions of
fear or hate or blind greed.

The peace of the world 1s and ought to be
the first concern of all Governments, and
there c¢an be no peace and no prosperity
until there fs on abatement of the economie

{sorder Into which almost all nations were
thrown after the armistice.

The troubie will not settle itself, ‘Tt needs
the remedy of constructive reasoning and
eollective action, The Genon conference is
intended chiefly to remove the obstacles that
prevent a revival of human enorgy and In-
dustrinl reconstruction, We, too, are feel-
Ing many of the reactions of the European
disorder. We have much to gain by proper
participation, under Mr, Harding's direc-
tion, in what will be in effect a new Deace

KING GEORGE AND PEACE

M.\N\' things were left uneettled by the
Washington Conference, much as that
nssemblage  of  statesmen  nccomplished.
Some were mentioned by King Gcorge at
the opening of the British Parlinment
vesterdayr.

The King exprossed his sutisfaction snd
remarked that for what was done ‘“‘the
world will owe a deep debt of gratitude to
the initiative of the President of the United
States of Amerlea.’' He roferred especially
to the fact that the Four-Power Pacifie
Treaty will supersede the Anglo-Japanese
Alliance, and said that, while the same
friendly relations would eontinue with
Japan, the rclations between Great Britain
nnd the United Stotes “‘enter a newer and
even closer phase of friendship,'

As to the things that remain to be ae-
complished he was hopeful., Discussions
are in progress with a view to reaching
an agreement with Belgium and France for
common Action in case of an unprovoked
attack by Germany. It las been evident
for a long time that nothing would allay
the nervousness of the French save some
such ngreement. The consent of TFrance
to the Versailles Treaty in the first place
was secured by the assurance of the Amer-
fcan and Breitish delegates that the British

| and the Americans would go to the rolief

of France In case of attack by Germany.
Treaties were gigned to carry out this un-
derstanding, but the Senute was in no mood
to undertake any such obligations as were
involved,  Franee is now secking to bind
the Britlsh Government to come to ils
defense,

The wording of the King's reference to
the approaching ceonomie conference is sug-
gestive,  Ile says that he trusts that *'it
will be possible to establish peace on a f{air
basis in LEurope and to reach a settlement
of many important questions arising out of
the prossing need for finuncial and economie
reconstruction.””

The establishment of *“‘pence on a fair
basis" would mot be discussed unless it
were assumed that the present hosis was
unfair. Can it mean that the King in-
tends to let the world know that the repa-
ration clauses of the Versailles Treaty urve
to be discissed at the cconomie conference
and thut the treaty is to be revised? Those
reparation clauses nrve in part responsgible
for the slowness of the cconomie recovery
of Lurope.

Varicus domestic matters wera referred
to in the speech, such ns the legislation to
put into effect the Irish agreement and
plans for the reform of the House of Lords,
hut they are of less interest outside of
Gireat Britain than the references to inter-
national guestions,

AS ONE WOMAN SEES IT
Proposal to Move the Bufeau of For-
estry Has Proponents and Oppo-

nents Equally Competent and
Equally Sincere

HERE i« n bill at present before Con-
gresy which Is causing some persons
considernble ngitation, 1t Is a proposal to
remove the Hurcon of Forestry from the
Department of Agriculture and ploce it
under the gnme department which now pro-

teets and supports the nntionsl parks of
the country, namely, the Department of the
Interior, .

It wo happened that some of us in Phila-
delphia bad o chance to meet one of the two
men  probably most vitally interested in
the succean or failure of this eongressional
bill, The man who wants it to succeed
is Mr, Stephen Mather, who for two Ad-
ministeations has been in the Department
of the Interfor and is the well-known and
enthusiastic Commissioner of Natlonal
Parks, It stands to reason that in his
position of grand protector of our grest
seepery  In this country he would have
an cager eve out for the protection of our
grent forests. which are both seenery in
themselves and the cause and protection ot
seenery, for if we owe our stregmos and’
rivers to one thing more thnn another, cer.
tainly trees are the grent factors in thete
all-the-yonr-round shundanee, And constd-
ering nll things from nn outside point of
view, the department that preserves our
national parks eould, one would suppose,
he intrusted with the preservition of our
foreste,

UT (he Department of Agrleulture, under

which the forests nre at present, does
not think there Is any just eanse for having
the trees taken out of the ngrieulturnl class
and placed under the jurisdiction of the In-
terior, and the man who is most enthusi-
autle in voleing u fecling of disapproval of
the chnnge Is our own Biate Forester, Mr,
Gifford Vinchot, The agrieulture adherents
expross a fear that our forests will b made
simply o business proposition by the Vepart-
ment of (he Interlor, required perhaps to
nny for themselves instond of being protected
rogardiess of their timber value hecause of
their stream and river and lake value,

Know Best

WALTER WOOLMAN
On Philadelphia Grain Trade

Tll[:’l equalization of rates is the big prob-
lem now confronting the grain men of
Philndelphin, neecording to Walter Wool-
man, president of the Commercial Exchange,
sl it is the one to the solution of which
the exchnnge ix hending its utmost t'!lTuri-&.

“TLe conditions of the genin trade,”’ sald
Mr, Woolman, “‘are entirely different from
what they were n year ngo. At that thwe
the grain wen, like those in nlmost every
other line of business, were buying up_fnul'
or five months' supply in advance,  Then.
when the ergsh came, everybody was loaded
up with godifs which they had bought ot
peak prices, )

“Put when these conditions developed. in-
steaed of golng out and hunting business they
all waited for sonie one to comne ilong whin
wonld buy their stulf at o prive which would
at lenst lot them out even, Tt soon bheenme
wot so mwueh o matter of making u profit
an what they held as of getting ont from un
almost impossible situntion without o loss,
They lad bought at war prices nnd, with
the bottomn gone eut of the markel, they
hed nothing to do but to hold on or tuke
u heavy loes,

Present Conditions Opposite

“Today the eonditions are nlmost  the
opposite of what they were n year ago, The
grain men almost as a unit have digporad
of thelr former holdings and nre ready pguin
to buy.

Ykor these reasons T look for a great
revival in the grain teade In Philadelphila
before very long.  Peaple ean and in tines
of stress do get along without a great many
things, but the time has not yet arrived
when they enn get along without the fool -
stuffs,  Therofore, the commodities In which
the Commercin! Exchange of Philadelphia
denls nmet male a decided odvance within
a short time,

“We went (hrough n somewhat uncom-
forfahle experience durving the time when
the Government was in control of the rail-
voads,  Whether ax o manifest reward for
the loxalty and sympathy of the South
toward the Doemoeratie Party or not 1 cun-
not =ay, but It is nevertheless true that the
South wus given o greap advantage in the
mutter of the rates of shipinent from the
Gulf,  'Uhis advantige wus so greal thut

Business Diveried to South

s Philadelphia formerly— that is, under the

former rutes—purticipated to n very large
extent in the bnsiness which normally came
from Omaba, Kansue City and other points
i the Middle and Far West? and it is not
golng too fur to say that we obtained nearly,
if nwot fully,s 30 per eent of this trade,
Under the preferentinl rates which wepre
aiven to the Gulf ports this eonnneree was
ontirely swept away.,  The advantage in
fuvor of the Gulf wes from four to six cents
a bushiel, o very conshderable nmount when
the quantity of geain shipments iy consid-

W Montreal Competition

months of the ycar, while the lakes are
cloxed, Montren]l can do lttle business, but
the grain men there have many advantages,
such nx free loading, clevator sefvice and
other things, besides their rates which make
it lmrul for us to compete with them.

*The equalization of rates with the Gulf
and with Montreal is the most important
matter before the Commerelal Exchange of
this eity and the one which we are striving
most strenuously to solve this year.

Philudelphin’s Advantages

“We have many advantages here which,
with rates ullowing us to compete for the
business, would make us formidable com-
potitors for auy port in the eountry or In
Canada,  We liave the rails and we have
fuie faetlitios—enough to allow us to do (ar
more business than we are now dolng. We
linve done a lot of export business liere
in the Inst few months, but it has been
nearly nll business thet Montrenl was un-
able to handle,

**The conditions brought about by the war
proved fo be very cupsctting to the grain
trade, for in n good many respects we had
to learn Liow to do busimess In an entirvely
different way., These conditions gave the
opportunity for the rallgoads, under Federal
control, to put into efftet n lot of restrle-
tions which, from our stundpoint, at leust,
wu.rlml out in a very unsatisfuctory way.

‘Prior to the war Philadelphin was the
greatest feed market in the Kast. This
“ltuatlon wns ereated by the ecarriers fur-
nishing diverting or bliud billing points from
which shipments could be made and solid
to uny point in the Iast, This diverting
vrivilege was so modified, however, and the
rm-r- of diversion tnerensed to such an extent
v war conditions' that it was made pro-
Libitive, In many instances the price was
0 Ligh that it beeame impossible for us to
landle any business except ot w lows,
